Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 recites the limitations "the middle"; "the top"; "the two contact holders". 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 
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Claim 1, Line 3 recites the limitation "which electrical connection can be made". 
This limitation is not positively recited and it is unclear. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objections, set forth in this Office action. 

The references fail to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, 
each of the two contact holders has, at both sides, contact mounts each with a 
respective bore, a respective limb of the contact being received in each mount, and not 
only the contact, but also the two contact holders fixing it at both sides are fastened to 
the insulating rod in common by two pins which horizontally penetrate the respective 
mutually corresponding fastening bores of the insulating rod, the fastening bores of the 
contact and the bores of the respective contact holders and in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of the base claims. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
